no means the most important factor 
involved. 
It will readily be appre- 


ciated that unless the provision for 
an ample and proper food supply 
is reiaforccd by -discipline which will 
require the child to partake of the 
nourishment and 
obtain

rest 


which will aid in its digestion aurt 
assimilation, the best results will not 
he obtained. 


"The idea that food is of secon- 


dary importance ia correcting cases 


of malnutrition may be a novelty to 
many, but reflection will justify the 
foIlo-«-'ng arrangement of the causes 
oi1 this' condition. In order of their 
relative importance the causes of mal- 
nutrition, may be given as follows:

GOVERNMENT is the- agency through which 
U organizations of society Tvithin national 
boundaries attempt to do in a collective way 
such things as can be clone through organization 
teller than by the individual. . The preamble to 
our constitution outlines these things as "to es- 
tablish juslicc, insure domestic tranquilHy, pro- 
vide for the common defense, promote the gen- 
eral welfare and secure the blessings of liber- 
Iv", Fundamental to this is-, the assumption 
[hat "all men are born free and equal". 


\Yhe.n government fails to "promote the' 


general welfare" it will usually be found that in 
consequence it has also failed to "insure domes- 
tic tranquility", and the public's view at such 
times is apt to be that "the blessings of liberty" 
are not fully enjoyed. 
In times lifee these, when 


there appears to be some disturbance of "domes- 
tic tranquility", it becomes incumbent upon 
political parties to search themselves for delin- 
rruertcies, and upon administrations to remedy 
such defalcations as shall be found. 


But people must not expect of government 


more than it is capable of accomplishing. They 
must uof charge to government the conse- 
([ucnucs of human imperfections inherent in the 
race, over which government can exert no more 
control than over time and tide." Indeed, gov- 
ernment can succeed only by conforming its 
operations to such ]ines as coincide with human 
nature as it. is expressed in normal men and 
women. In the beginning '"Adam delved and 
Eve span", and as long as the world lasts men 
and women must work, thank God! for without 
work none can be truly happy. 
Government 


can establish approximate equality of opportun- 
ity, but it can not change the fact that some peo- 
ple arc better able to take advantage of oppor- 
tunity than others, and some more ambitioiis to 
do so. Government can cut down .individual 
accumulations by taxation, but it can not take 
from man the inclination to accumulate, nor can 
it remove the opportunity to accumulate with- 
out removing the incentive to that production 
upon which the world subsists.

can, and should, see to it that wealth is unac- 
companied by unfair advantages or special 
privileges, but beyond this it can not go. 


Nor should it, if life is worth the candle.

France has decided to retain her conscript sys- 
tem, even though conscription in Germany has 
been compulsorily abolished by the allies. 


This is France's answer to the reluctance of 


the great powers to guarantee the world against a 
new conflict. Preparing for war is an inevitable 
way of causing war.. Nevertheless, if France 
doesn't prepare, and if the great powers continue 
to remain indifferent to the demands of peace, 
France will become Germany''s victim.

fore, France has to make ready -for her own self- 
defense.

If another war comes, it cannot be confined 


to the initial combatants. The recent conflict 
showed how fulile was that belief. France's ac- 
ceptance afresh of the costly insurance of con- 
scription must be regarded as a solemn warning 
lo the world.

to prevent renewal of the'race cLuh 
which resulted la the death Tuesday 
night of two white men and six ne- 
gioes. 
Quiet prevailed early today 


end- the authorities said they did not 
expect any further outbreak. 


Deputy sheriffs called to Ocoe« by 


the riot', which was the ontfcrowtb of 
rhe election, said they believed the 
death toll would exceed eight. They 
said they were convinced several ne- 
groes would bo found in the rnins of 
twenty-five houses destroyed by fire. 
' The battle between white citlwns 
and negroes followed an attempt on 
the part of a negro to vote. He was 
denied the privilege by election offi- 
cials oa the ground that ht tad not 
paid bis poll tax.
